the Flefh, Rom.9.2. Let not Chriftians think, that their Relation, 
nor Obligation of Nature to'Mankind, is deftroyed or made lefs, 
‘by their being Chriftians; fuch a vain Conceit vill alienate — 
us from our own Fiefh, and make usquite pervert the Text,which 
puts usin mind that our Religion does ftrongly engage usto ho- 
nour them all. It was a Vertue in the Philo » who would not 
be accounted of this or that Nation, Tribe, or City, but entitled 
himfelf aCitizen of the whole World; meaning, he had an equal 
refpeCt for Mankind; andif his Relation might be an Honour, he 
would:be related to them all, that he might honour themall.

And what Honour can 
belong to fych ?) How fhould we count them precious, if indeed 
God hated them from all Eternity? Itis not faying, That we 
know them not by Name, and therefore ought to honour all Men, that 
will falve the Bufinefs : For the truthis, if we heartily honour 
. ail Men, we mult be fare that God would have us do fo; and of 


them: For if the Effeem or Honour which we give to all Men} 
proceed not from fincere Love to them, and Defire of their Hap- 
pinefs,, it is‘ but Hypocrify, no true Honour; for the Honour 
_ which we owe tq all Men, is not founded upon any thing whereir 
they are dignified above us, but upon thofe Blefings or Favours 
from God, which are common to us all, and wherein he has made 
no-difference between-one and another. And thereforeif we truly 
efteem, love, and with all Men well in the Cafe of their Salvation, 
me mutt believé that God does fo too, or elfe we cannot do it hear- 
tily.
